SUMMARY OF PROGRESS AND PROJECTED PROGRAMS 
May 1977 



The Select Committee on Assassinations met in executive 
session on May 12, 1977, to discuss Committee business. On May 13, 
1977, the Subcommittee on the Assassination of John F. Kennedy 
met, also in executive session, for the purpose of issuing a sub- 
poena. The Subcommittee on the Assassination of Martin Luther 
King, Jr. held three briefings with Subcommittee Chairman Walter 
Fauntroy during the month to keep him informed on progress of the 
investigation. 

The King Task Force conducted its fifth interview of 
James Earl Ray, covering the period from the Memphis killing through 
his capture in London. Other travel was performed, as shown on the 
travel report included in this report, to conduct various other 
interviews and investigations. 

The Committee received a report from the Kennedy Task 
Force detailing major areas of investigation. The report dis- 
cussed information which the staff is presently analyzing as well 
as analyzing avenues of investigation to be pursued in future months. 
Some members of the Task Force spent much of the month working on 
an analysis of the Warren Commission Report. The purpose of this 
analysis is to determine whether the conclusions reached by the 
Warren Commission in its report are supported by the testimony in 
the twenty-six volumes of evidence compiled by that Commission. 

The Committee will continue its investigation of these 
two deaths in June.
